law under which it is uthorized, unless such amount Ops 
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theretofore been specifically appropriated (or such obligation 

or expenditure has therefore been specifically approved) in an 


appropriation Act enacted during such fiscal year or during 


the latest session of Congress beginning before the first day 


of such year; and in no event shall any amount so appropri- 


ated (or approved) for an available for 
obligation or expenditure beyond the close of such year. 
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
